REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

In view of the amendments/remarks filed 12/16/2009 Claims 54, 56 and 60-66 
are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior arts on record and as cited in PTO 892 disclose the limitations 
of calculating said estimated body fat percentage based on the equation of claim 
54, creating a second image based on the calculation of age factor using the 
equation as disclosed in claim 56, base muscle gain factor selected from the 
group consisting of 1/725,1/1087 and 1/1450 as recited in claim 60, a 
supplemental boost calculated based on the formula as recited in claim 61, 
resistance compliance factor calculated based on the equation as recited in claim 
62, age factor calculated according to the formula as recited in claim 63, nutrition 
factor calculated using the formula as recited in claim 64, gender factor 
calculated using the equation as recited in claim 65 and muscle gain calculated 
using the formula as recited in claim 66. Therefore claims 54, 56 and 60-66 are 
allowed.
